The report, according to custom, contains all the state- 
ments and exhibits necessary to a clear comprehension of 
the financial transactions, of whatever kind ; the present and 
prospective condition of the funds, together with many inter- 
esting tables, more or less imttmately relating to valuations, 
taxation, the ways and means of raising the revenues, and 
the mode and details of expending the same 

The arrangement and character of the statements and 
tables are not -materíally changed from the former reports 
issued from this office. The index will give a concise and 
comprehensive view of the plan- and‘ reference to each sub- 
ject treated of, which are arranged and classified and -repre- 
sented by numbers:

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6 TERRITORIAL CONTROELER’S REPORT. 


The affairs of this department came under my direc- 
tions about the 15th day of February, 1887. but the records 
are such that, aided by a previous knowledge of the trans- 
actions of the office, I shall, no doubf, find it possible to 
carry out my desire to present all the operations of the 
department for the past two years to the Legislature, with 
that minuteness of detail obviously contemplated by the 
Revised Statutes, and necessary to a thorough understand- 
ing of the conditions and transactions of the public treasury. 


With this view, it will be my purpose, as it is my duty, 
to direct your special attention, in the following pages, to 
such matters affecting the present and ‘future condition of 
the Territorial Treasury as in my judgment will: require 
your thoughtful and deliberate consideration. 

. The financial operations of the Territory consist of the 
transactions in connection with the. Territorial General 
School, Fund, Common School Fund, Capitol--Building Fund, 
Territorial Library Fund, and what is known as the General. 
Fund. . 

The General Fund is the receptacle of all the revenues 
of the Territory which are applicable to the payment of the 
Legislative appropriations, the current expenses of the Ter- 
ritory, and from which all disbursements are made (includ- 
ing the semi-annual interest on bonded debts of 1877, interest 
on Idaho Insane Asylum bonds), and excepting.those pro- 
vided for by acts governing the several special funds as- 
hereinafter specified.- 

* The resources of this fund consist of the proceeds 
derived from an annual ad valorem tax of the assessed value 
of all-property in this Territory not exempt from taxation, 
the proceeds derived from the per capita or poll tax (being 
one-third of $3), the receipts from the insurance licenses, 
and moneys received for the care of non-indigent insane. 


The Capitol Building Fund was created February 2, 
1885, and is maintained by the receipts arising from the 
collection of Territorial and county licenses, being the entire

interest received by the Territory, yiz.: one-tenth ; also the 
proceeds of all rents that may be derived from the. Capitol 
building. + . 

The semi-annual disbursements from this fund are 
made to pay the interest coupons on the Capitol Building 
bonds, which are payable to Messrs. Kountze Bros , of New 
York City, who receive a commission of one-quarter of. one 
per cent : Ze 

The fees received from attorneys admitted or licensed 
to practice in the several courts of the Territory (viz.: $25); 
also one-half of the fees ($10) for the issuance of Notaries 
Public commissions, and the annual appropriation of $150 
from the General Fund,are devoted to the Territorial.Library - x 
Fund. l 

All moneys accrumg from the sale of lands given by 
the Congress of the United States, and appropriated by the 
same power, for school purposes, legacies donated, and all ` 
moneys accruing ta the Territory from the estates of de- 
ceased-persons, are set apart and constitute the T erritorial ` 
General School Fund. l R 


. This is. an irreducible and indivisible fund, and only 
the interest on its investments are disbursed for the support.

All moneys derived from. the proceeds realized, from 
toll roads, ferries and bridges (viz: one per cent. of the gross 
proceeds), are set apart and constitute the Common School 
Fund, which -must be apportioned among the respective 
counties of the Territory according to the number E school 
children in each,  - ` 


The Idaho Insane-Asylum bonds (viz: $20,000), bear. 
interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable in 
New York City, semi-annually, on, the first.day of June and 
the first day of December in each year, and $5,000 of said 


bonds mature December 1, 1892, and $5,000 thereof annu- - 


ally until all are paid ` -

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The Capitol Building bonds (viz.: $80,000) bear interest 
at the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable in New York 
City semi-annually, on the first day of January and July of 
each year. The bonds are payable twenty years from their 
issuance, viz.: 1885. They are redeemable at the pleasure ` 
of the Territory at any time after the expiration of ten years 
from the date of their issuance. 

The surplus money in this fund of $5,000 or more over 
and above the amount required for the payment of interest 
coupons due or to become due, may be used for redemp- 
tion of these bonds. 

Under the provisions of an act to provide for refunding 
Territorial bonds, approved January 9, 1877, there is out- 
standing $46,715.06. The interest on said bonds is payable 
semi-annually at the Territorial Treasury, and bear interest 
at the rate of ten per cent. per annum. The principal is 
payable December 1, 1891.

It will be observed that the indebtedness of the Terri- 
tory is greater than at any previous time in its history. 

The debt is insignificant, compared with our present 
wealth and population.

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+. It must be borne in mind, in considering the present 
registered indebtedness, to-wit, $54,036.97, that unusual ex- 
penses have been incurred since the adjournment of the 
Fourteenth Legislative Assembly, viz.: Relief claims 
arisinz from the New Orleans Exposition, usual Legislative 
appropriations, compilation and publication of the Revised 
Statutes, contingent expenses of the Capitol building, per- 
manent improvements on asylum, increased expenses in 
- maintenance of prison and asylum, all of which have en- 
larged the expenses for the past two years. 

This accrued indebtedness will be extinguished by the 
20th of January, 1889, when the present fiscal year closes 
The bulk of our revenues will be then paid over. 

Reference to the table giving the assessment for the 
years 1887 and 1888, will show an increase for 1887 of 
$2,370,000, for 1888, $1,525,000. 

Thorough work in this matter of the assessment of 
property for taxation, is of the very first importance. 
Without 1t, no matter how perfect the law may be, it can 
not be executed in such a way as to make the burden fall 
equally upon all, and at the same time bring in revenue 
sufficient for the purposes of the Territory. 

The revenue law should be strictly-- enforced; so that 
every person subject to taxation should. bear a -just 'propor- 
tion of the burdens of the Government Should a strict 
enforcement of the law result in bringing into the Treasury 
.a larger amount of money than the needs of the Territory 
may demand, the law may be so amended as to reduce the 
-rate of taxation, and so place the receipts and expenditures 
upon something like an equilibrium. 

Attention ts therefore directed to the importance of só 
amending the law that a thorough assessment of all the 
taxable property in the Territory shall be-annually made. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


During the year 1887 1 visited the asylum at Black- 
foot, and found the patients comfortably clothed, in appear- 
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ance well fed, and their sleeping rooms and wards in a clean 
and-neat: condition, kindly treated, and as .happy-as their 
unfortunate affiliations will permit. 

The books were shown to me, and were kept in,an ac- 
curate and systematic manner. : 

The number of persons committed to the care Bl the 

. Territory grows larger every year. 

The special appropriations made by the Fourteenth 
Legislative Assembly of $4,000 for permanent improve- 
ment to this institution have been expended, as I believe, 
judiciously. 

-A special fund was not created, but drafts upon the 
General Fund of the Territory were drawn for this purpose. 
The accounts were carefully scrutinized and audited. 

The aggregate amount allowed for. the years 1887 and 
1888.on the General Fund was $43,645.07.

1890. 

The revenues of the General Fund should be in- 
creased. There is urgent need for legislation on this subject. 

The Territory should receive one-half of the proceeds 
from.the poll taxes, and “four-tenths from Territorial and 
county licenses, one-tenth of which is now apportioned to the 
Capitol Building Fund, and the remaining three-tenths could 
be transferred to the General Fund of the Territory, which 
would increase the revenues sufficiently for all purposes. 

We have no doubt the wisdom of your honorable body 
will próve equal to the emergency.

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STATEMENT XXVIII. 


COST OF CONVEYING CONVICTS TO PRISON. 


: This expense incurred forms no inconsiderable item in 
the amount of annual expenditures. 


There does not appear to be any good reason why 
these expenses should be paid from the Treasury of the 
Territory rather than from the treasuries of the several coun- 
ties in which the convictions take place. 

This expense is as proper a charge against the counties 
as that attending their trials and convictior s, and such legis- 
jation is recommended as will relieve the public treasury 
from this charge, and impose it in each case upon the county 
for whose benefit the expense is incurred. 


Further, it is not the intention of the law that more 
than the actual cost of conveying a convict to the prison 
shall be paid. 

In my opinion, the present system of compensation will 
bear revision. `

POLL TAXES 


The following table shows the number of thc poll taxes 
collected in the several counties for the years 1837 and 1888 
respectively. f 

The number of voters in each county is also given in 
order that it may be determined by a comparison, if the 
collectors of poll taxes have been efficient in the discharge 
of their duties. 

I think it fair to assume that the number of aliens in 
each of the several counties exceeds the number of voters 
over 60 years of age, who are exempt from the payment of 
taxes, consequently there should be a greater number of 
poll taxes collected than there are voters The compensa- 
tion of twenty-one (21) per cent. allowed for collecting and 
paying over this revenue certainly seems adequate for the 
service, and aside from the endeavor of the collector to dis. 
charge his duties faithfully, should be an incentive for its 
collection 

In my opinion, however, this tax for the last two years 
has not, at least in some of the counties, bien fully collected, 
and as a result the General Fund has been deprived of a 
portion of its intended revenues.

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. The remedy for this is difficult to suggest, unless the 
collecting officer be held liable on his official bond for all 
taxes uncollected after the same have becn reported to the 
County Commissioners in January of each year. ^

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ASSESSMENT AND' TAXATION, - 


The theory of the laws of finance in respect to taxa- 
tion pre-supposes the recognition and maintenance pr the 
leading principles or factors in its taxation, l 

First, that all taxation should be equal and uniform: as 
to class and condition, and, second, that the method or sys- 
tem which will produce the greatest amount of revenue and 
"which is relatively the least oppressive and burdensome to 
the tax-payer must be accepted as the best. 

While the law cujoius that all taxable property shall be 
assessed at its full cash value, and defines that term to 
mean thc amount at which the property would be taken in 
payment of a just debt due from a solvent debtor, yet the 
Territory has no voice in the regulation or equalization of 
values assessed, and the fact is notorious on the face of 
nearly every assessment book in the Territory, that the 
aveiage assessment will not reach over one-half of the true 
cash value of property listed for taxation. 

The question is left to the caprice and too often biased 
judgment of county assessors, whose reports, m most in- 
stances, remain undisturbed by Boards of County Commis- 
sioncrs, while sitting as Boards of Equalization in their 
respective counties. 
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There is no such thing as uniform valuations for taxa- 
tion, as contemplated or required by law. From the best 
and most reliable information obtainable, the fact seems 
indisputable that unjust discriminations are made in 
the assessment of property, and are quite common in 
most, 1f not all, the counties. 

From a clear analysis of assessment rolls, the fact is 
deduced that the heaviest burdens of taxation on property 
valuations fall on those least able to bear them. 

If it be possible to enact any measures by which a just 
and fair cash valuation of all property, real and personal, 
could be reached, the fact seems clear and incontestable 
that the wealth of the Territory in personal property for 
purposes of taxation would largely predominate over that 
of real estate and improvements. 

It has been an especial feature of this office to impress 
upon those entrusted with the listing and collection of reve- 
nues to exercise all lawful means to bring to light every 
species of property which has heretofore unjustly escaped 
taxation, to the end that every citizen may be equally pro- 
tected by the law, and be required to share his part of the 
public burden. i 
«- There is one method of ascertaining whether property 
is assessed at its true value, which we recommend to the 
consideration of the Legislature, and that is, to provide that | 
the consideration or true amount of the purchase price 
should be named in the body of the conveyance, and pre- 
scribing a penalty for the neglect of the parties to state the 
true consideration. 


DELINQUENT TERRITORIAL TAXES. 


The counties, through their officers, are entrusted with 

the duty of collecting Territorial taxes. . 
. tis the policy and the intention of the law to levy 
such a rate of Territorial tax as will raise a sufficient amount 
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of revenue to defray the expenses of the Territorial Gov. 
ernment. A 

Delinquent tax credits become an abatemeut against the 
Territorial tax levy for the current year. Under the present 
system, the books of this office present exhibits represent- 
ing balances aggregating large amounts as being due from 
the several counties for delinquent taxes running back for 
years, caused by abatements, cancellation, property purchased 
by the counties, and non-enforcement of the collect.on of de- 
linquent taxes. 

I therefore respectfully recommend tbat the rate of 
Territorial tax levy be placed at such an estimated fguie as 
will ra sc the actual and full amounts of Territorial revenpe, 
required from property valuations, and that each courty be 
held absolutely responsible for the full amount of the annual 
levy for Territorial purposes, without abatement. Let all 
the costs, expenses and penalties belong to the county, 
which will fully compensate for all percentage or loss in the 
collection after the assessment book has been completed 
and taxation equalized. Sufficient time should be given in 
which to collect and pav the full amount of süch levy to the 
Territor al Treasury, viz: Third Monday in December an 
each year That this is the safest, easiest and most eco- 
nomical method of dealing with the Territorial revenue, ad- 
mits of no doubt. 


INEQUALITY OF ASSESSING MERCHANDISE , 


There is undoubtedly an mequality between the assess- 
ment of land and personal property, and also between ` per: 
sonal property visible to the Assessor, and capable of being 
valued by him, and the goods and merchandise of the mer- 
chant, which the Assessor cannot see. 

. The real estate of the farmer and the city lot owner is 
exposed to view, and its value cannot be concealed’ from 
the Assessor. 
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But the merchant is his own assessor. The oath ad- 
ministered to each person assessable is to the effect that the 
statement contains a true account of his property, but he is 
not required to state its value. 

Each farmer is asked the number of horses, cows. etc., 
and testifies, under oath, to the statement. 

In respect tó the merchant, there is no effort made tc 
ascertain the quantity of goods assessable. The Assessor 
merely asks him the value, which question the merchant 
may or may not answer, as he pleases. 

It i» certainly true that the merchant should not be his 
own assessor Means should be provided whereby the 
quantity and value of the merchandise should be disclosed. 

There would be no hardship if the law should provide 
that each person having personal property on the second 
Monday in April, not exposed during assessment timc to the 
inspection of the Assessor, should make an inventory of the 


_same on that day, and be required to make oath to the 


amount and the value of the same. 

That the merchandise in this Territory is not ade- 
q'ately assessed may be presumed from a glance at the 
tables presented in this report.

CLASSIFICATION OF PROPERTY. 


There should be in the assessment a very much morc 
minute classification of property than at present provided, 
and the returns of tax-payers should show as fully as possi- 
ble the number of everything which it is practicable to enu- 
merate, They should distinguish between young live stock 
of various ages, and that which is mature, and should to 
every reasonable extent enlarge the information contained, 
so as to give a clear comprehension of the facts, which can 
not be done where so much property is listed in bulk. 


EH 
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The blanks used in making these returns should be 
uniforr1 throughout the Territory. No two counties use 
the sane form. I therefore suggest that the law shall 
prescribe a form. By this means a more definite and spe- 
cific cl:ssification of property could be secured, and a much 
fuller ¿nd more useful enumeration of property for statisti- 
cal purposes obtained 


MINING PROPERTY. 
PATENTED CLAIMS. 


The assessment abstracts from different portions of the 
Territory which possess the bulk of the mining property 
contain but little indication as to its real value 

It is a matter of common knowledge that large quan- 
tities entirely escape the tax which they ought to pay. 

This property 1s tangible and permanent, and 1t would 
seem that a full assessment thereof, and a collection of the 
tax thereon, would be a matter of no special difficulty.

It will be observed that in this Territory we must de- 
pend entirely on an ad valorem tax and poll tax for the 
means to carry on a Territorial Government, which consti- 
tutes our * General Fund." 

Therefore, an undeviating rule for the valuation of all 
property, viz.: a full cash value, and the rate of taxation, are 
the important factors to be cons:dered in providing for our 
revenve. ` j 

The total assessment of E in this Territory should 
equal {540,000,000 annually. If this bé "accemplished, the 


e 
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‘present rate of taxation can and would be materially re- 
duced, as the larger the value the-smaller the rate of taxa- 
tion would be. - 

A reduction of taxation always gives satisfaction. Take 


~ “our present taxable values, and then take into consideration 


the increase of our population, and a low rate of taxation 
would be levied, securing to the Territory desirable immi- 
gration. Capital would flow into our borders and seek per- 
manent investment. 

It will prove the most potent factor in the development 
of this Territory, and tend to the prosperity of our people, 
and aid in developing and building up financial, educational 
and industrial interests. 


TERRITORIAL BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


The universal experience of officials connected with 
the duties of assessment shows that a large proportion of 
intangible property altogether escapes taxation. 

Whatever will assist in compelling the listing of such 
property for taxation, ought to be done, for every person 
wha enjoys the protection of government, for either himself 
or his property, ought to contribute to the expenses thereof, 

Heretofore -the assessments upon personal property, 
especially money, money at interest, bonds, script, etc, in 


, many of the counties, have been negligently and carelessly 


made, nearly all of the requirements of the law having been 
disregarded. 

It may be safely estimated that at least one-half of the 
above property subject to taxation for Territorial purposes 
has not been reached by the assessors. This should not 
be so. 

Unless they are controlled by a Territorial Board, the 
prínciple of equality will constantly be violated, a few of the 
counties will bear more than their share of taxation, while 
others will escape paying their due proportion. Let the 
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theory of the subjection of revenue officials be crystalized 
into a distinct and positive provision of the law 

Deeply impressed with the importance of the question, 
I urge it upon the attention of the Legislative Assembly and 
respectfully suggest the importance and advisability of es- 
tablishing a Territorial Board of Equalization, clothed with 
full and complete powers incident te such: boards, and with 
such further powers to equalize taxes as may be deemed 
advisable. - 

ACT OF 1577. 

The Territorial funded debt, bonds of 1877, fall due 
December 1, 1891. 

Provision should be made to meet thes mdebtedness. 
The finances of the Territory should, under no circumstan- 
ces, be subjected to conditions unknown to correct business 
principles. What the Territory is obligated to pay should be 
paid promptly. They should be paid on presentation, and 
the money should be provided in the Territorial Treasury 
to so pay them. If it be determined to refund them—they 
now draw ten per cent. per annum—they should be floated 
at a lower rate of interest. If it be decided to pay them, a 
sufficient proportionate amount for their extinguishment 
should be included in each tax levy for 1889 and 1890. 


COST OF COLLECTING REVENUES. 


I will call your attention to the necessity of change in 
the laws governing the compensation for services rendered 
incident to the collection and payiug over of the Territorial 
revenues. The Auditor receives three per cent. on all 
moneys paid over; the Treasurer, three per cent; Sheriff, 
six per cent. on all licenses, which equals twelye per cent. 
on licenses; the Assessor, fifteen per cent. on poll taxes, 
which equals twenty-one per cent. on this source of reve- 
nue, Collector, seven per cent. on property taxes, whizh 
equals thirteen per cent. on this source of revenue. 
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It will be observed that the rates of percentage are too 
high. The Territory pays too much for th? collection of its 
revenues. No good reason can be assigned why the Terri- 
tory should pay from two to three per cent. more than the 
county to the Collector from the proceeds of property tax. 
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TERRITORIAL FUNDS. 
RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 


I would respectfully renew the suggestions of my pre- 
decessor, and urge the propriety of the passage of a law 
requiring the Territorial funds, from whatever source de- 
rived, to be paid over in gross amount to the Territorial 
Treasurer as soon as collected, and that no disbursements 
of any character for fees or commissions be paid, except 
upon the warrant duly authorized and issued in pursuance 
of law, by the Controller upon the Territorial Treasurer. 

The present system now in vogue is of manifest im- 
propriety, wrong in theory, and dangerous in practice. 

Ít is a source of much annoyance and difficulty in the 
adjustment and settlement of public accounts. 

Under the proposed plan, the Controller could audit 
the accounts quarterly and draw a special warrant against 
said revenue, and the official would in all cases obtain his 
pay prior to the assembling of the respective Boards of 
County Commissioners. 7 


l 
DISTRICT ATTORNEYS. 


Under the provisions of Title XI, Chapter IV, the 
District Attorneys of the several counties receive a fixed 
salary, as determined by the Board of Couaty Commission- 
ers. . Subdivision fourth, Section 2157, Revised Statutes, 
“allows the sum of $300 per annum to these county officers 
from the Territory. 
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They are by law made the special legal advisers of their 
counties, respectively. 


The Territory cannot claim the benefits of their service 
or counsel in any matter of contest where the county is a 
party thereto. 


We have also an Attorney-General, who is required tc 
prosecute or defend all cases to which the Territory is a 
: party, and all causes to which any county may be a party. 


Such being the case, no valid reason can now be as- 
signed why the District Attorneys should receive any 
further compensation from the Territorial Treasury, and I 
respectfully -suggest that Subdivision four (4), of Section 
2157 be repealed, thereby saving to the Territory the 
amount of $4,800 per annum. 
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CENSUS AND STATISTICS. 


Considerations of public policy urgently suggest a 
change in Section 1462, Revised Statutes, enforcing obedi- 
ence to its requirements, and adding such provisions as will 
insure the annual return of desirable information to this 
office regarding the property productions, wealth and great 
natural resources of our Territory. 1 would respectfully 
suggest that the return of statistics from the several coun- 
ties be made to comprise full reports of the acreage, value 
and distinctive character of all lands listable; of the farm 
producing and stock-raising interests; in kind, number and 
valne; of the manufacturing, mining and other interests of 
the Territory in all their varied details as far as practicable. 
The natural growth of the Territory in population has been 
great the past year, and it is suggested that additional sec- 
tions be added, with powers to prescribe all necessary rules 
and regulations for listing the census data of the-Territory, 
and making full and complete returns thereof in a concise 
and comprehensive form. 
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A law covering the whole subject in classification and 
detail, and providing adequate compensation to the As- 
sessor for all services required, and penalties for neglect or 
failure to perform these duties, is most earrestly suggested. 

Statistics are conceded to be of the highest importance; 
but to be of value, this information must be entirely trust- 
worthy. Information is frequently sought at this office, 
touching these subjects, from parties abroad, with a view to' 
immigration, and no reliable data can be furnished, 


EXEMPTED PROPERTY. 


1 would suggest an amendment to Title X, relative to 
revenue, which would require the assessors to annually re- 
turn a list of property exempt from taxation, such as 
churches, buildings and property belonging to universities, 
benevolent and scientific societies, etc, etc. 

Whether such property should be taxed is a subject 
for Legislative inquiry, but such returns would furnish a 
class of statistics which would be valuable for many purposes. 


TERRITORIAL GENERAI. SCHOOL FUND. 


The principal income of this fund consists of moneys 
accruing from the estates of deceased persons, There is in 
this fund $4,134.25 awaiting investment. " 

There ís no provision of law which permits the use of 
this money whereby a revenue could be received. It lies 
dormant for all purposes of government. With the view of 
investing the money that has accumulated in this fund, J 
would recommend that all restrictions be removed and an 
ameadment to the law be enacted which will permit the 
Territorial Treasurer to invest the same in General Fund 
warrants. They bear ten per cent. per annum, and an in- 
come of $413 per annum would be added to this fund for 
educational purposes. - 
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LEGAL INTEREST. 


Your attention is called to Section 238, Revised Stat- 
utes, o? “ Registration of Warrants," wherein all warrants 
drawn upon the Treasury draw interest at the rate of ten 
per ceat. per annum from the date of presentation until 
paid. This rate of interest should be reduced to seven per 
cent. per annum. 

The respective counties, under the law, are allowed to 
pay only seven per cent. per annum upon registered in- 
debtedness. 

IN CONCLUSION. 


To effect every possible reduction of the expense of 
government, without detriment to the public service, is a 
measure demanded, in justice to the people, and to the dis- 
criminating wisdom of the Legislative Assembly the people 
look for such action as will lessen their burdens without im- 
pairing the efficiency of any branch of government. 

It js made the duty of the Controller to recommend 
such plans as he may deem expedient for the support of 
the public credit, “for promoting frugality and economy in 
the public offices, for lessening the public expenses, and 
generally for the better management and more perfect un- 
derstanding of the fiscal affairs of the "Territory." And it 
is inferred that a correlative duty is imposed on the Legis- 
lative Assembly to carefully consider his recommendations 
aud suggestions. i 


Tae purpose of such requirement is that the sugges- ` 


tions s> made shall enter into tho law and become a part 
thereo., he necessarily being more familiar with the working 
of the laws relating to the finances than any one else, and 
therefore his judgment in relation to such matters more 
reliabl > ~ 

If such is not the intention, then the requirement is 
simply a meaningless form and ought to be expuugeg nom 
the Statutes, - 
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In compliance with this requirement of law, I have 
offered such recommendations as have been subject to due 
reflection, and hope they will be fairly weighed and treated 

i deservedly. . 

. The duties of this office are laborious and responsible. 

. I have sought to perform them with diligence and fidelity, 

t with a purpose devoted to the interests of the Territory and 

the rights of the people. My conduct in the discharge of 

my official duties is open to inspection. 

` I cannot conclude without tendering to your Excel- 
lency my profound thanks for your courtesy extended me 
during my official term. 

And permit me to say that all my official relations with 
all the departments of the Federal and Territorial Govern-

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CIRCULARS TO THE ASSESSORS. 
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REVENUE CIRCULAR, 1887. 


CONTROLLER'S OFFICE, 
BOISE City, IDAHO. 


To the Assessors of Idaho: 

The law makes it my duty to supervise the actions of 
the revenue officers, and 1 give such instructions to you as 
1 may deem necessary for your guidance in receiving the 
returns of all property in this Territory subject to taxation. 

I desire to impress upon you that your position is one 
of great importance, not only to the citizens of your county, 
but to the people of the whole Territory. Your work fur- 
nishes the basis of all proceedi gs in raising the public rev- 
enue of the county and Territory ; for 1t is the method which 
must, be depended upon for justly distributing the burdens 
of taxation among the tax-payers ; therefore, you will recog- 
nize at once the responsibility resting upon you. 

See to it, then, that every requirement of the law is 
met in taking the values of every class of citizens. 

In order that the statistical information, which I am re- 
quired by law to compile and publish in my biennial report 
(which I am required to present to the Legislative Assem- 
bly in December) be correct, it is necessary for you to be 
careful in entering upon your report the returns of the tax- 
payer, so that each species of property enumerated be placed 
under proper headings printed in said report. 

Each column of your. report should be carefully footed, 
and the sums thereof placed at the bottom of each page, 
which, when added, must equal the sum of the assessment 


book of your county. 
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The design of the law in the matter of assessing and 
collecting the public revenuc is to carry into effect its re- 
quirements, that all property not exempt shall be taxed in 
proportion to its value ; and the central idea in an assessment 
should be that the assessor's list shall show, with all possible 
exactitude, every particle of property in the county which is 
liable for taxation. 

LANDS 


In this Territory are divided into two classes—improved, 
patented and unpatented lands—and the improvements must 
be séparately assessed. The law relative to the manner of 
returning lands for taxation is one thing, and the value at 
which you as an officer receive them is another. 

I especially call your attention to the value at which 
they should be returned by the tax-payer (Revised Statutes, 
Section 1425), and that is—*at their full cash value,” Our 
lands are worth a great deal more than they are being re- 
turned for taxation, and you cannot be too careful in the 
discharge of the duties imposed upon you in receiving their 
returns. 

NOTES, ACCOUNTS, BONDS, MERCHANDISE. 


From a careful examination of the reports on file in 
this office, it is evident to me that such property is not re- 
turned as it should be, and as an officer whose duty it is to 
see that all property is returned, I instruct you to give this 
your careful attention, and in order that you may do so, I 
request that you read carefully Chapter IV, page 205, Re- 
vised Statutes, and post yourself thoroughly on the laws 
governing the return of this and all other classes of prop- 
erty, in order that you may explain to the tax-payer his 
duties in the matter of returning this class of personal 
property. All notes, accounts and other evidences of debt 


are taxable, and, like other property, at their "full cash 


value." We 
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I desire to invite your attention especially to the re- 
turns of merchandise. An examination of the retu' ns of 
this item cf property in the Teiritory for 1887, discloses the 


fact that at least sixty per cent. of this class of property is 


not returned for taxation at all. Be vigilant in looking after 
the returns of this property, and the result will be a larger 
increase in the amount returned 
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HOUSEHOLD FURNITURE, TEWELRY AND SILVER PLATE. 


Perhaps no class of property is so undervalued by the 
owners when returning it'for taxation as that above men- 
tioned, from the fact, no doubt, that it is regarded as unpro- 
ductive, and therefore should not be valued at its “full cash 
value" “I am quite sure that a very laige percentage of the 
watches, jewelry, pianos, organs, etc. ctc, owned in the Ter- 


ritory are not returned at anything like their value. This. 
class of property, too, is regarded as worth little by the. 


owner thereof when returning it to be taxed, and while this 
is to some extent true, it 1s certainly worth much more than 
it has been valued at, and should be so returned. 


SPECIAL DEPOSITS. 


What is known as a special deposit of money or other 
valuables in a bank, or with a banker or other person——that 
is to say, a deposit by the terms of which the custodian of 
the deposit has no right to the use of the same, but is merely 
charged with the duty of safely keepmg it for the benefit of 
the depositor, is not to be assessed to such bank, banker or 
other person, but such deposit must be assessed to the de- 
positor. In case such depositor resides in another county, 
the assessor must immediately, by mail or express, inform. 
the assessor of the proper county of the nature, amount, 
and place of deposit, and of tre name of the depositor. In 
case such depositor is absent from the Territory, the deposit 
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must be assessed to the bank, banker, or other person, in 
whose keeping the same remains, specifying in the assess- 
ment that said bank, banker, or other person is eris 
such deposit as the agent of the owner, naming such owner. 


SOLVENT CREDITS. 


Solvent credits must be assessed separately, and their p 
value must not be incorporated with the value of other per- 
sonal property, but the assessment be carried separately into 
the column of value of personal property. . 

Where deductions for * debts due bona fide residents of 
the Territory” is ca med, the amount of such debts may be 
stated in the aggregate. The difference between the sum 
total of the credits and the aggregate debt is the amount to 
be assessed. 

Care should be taken, when assessing unsecured solvent 
credits, to bear in mind that it is the intention of the law to 
assess all unsecured credits duc and owing to the party aṣ- 
sessed by all non-residents as well as residents of this Ter- 
ritory ; but in making deductions from the aggregate amount 
of such credits, allowance must be made only for such un- 
secured debts as the assessed party owes to bona fide resi- 
dents of this Territory. 

The only deductions allowable on account of such debts 
of the party, are debts which are not secured by mortgage, 
trust deed, or other lien on real or personal property due by 
him to bona fide residents cf this Territory, and such deduc- 
tíons can only be taken against that special class of property 
and dot against real or other personal property. 


Assessors must not asses» the property of any person in 
“gross,” but after demanding and receiving from each person 
to be assessed a specific statement, setting forth in detail, 
and in accordance with the assessment lists, the quantity 
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number or kind of each class of property assessed, the as- 
sessor will then fix the proper values at which the several 
properties are to be assessed, according to his own judg- 
ment, governed by the requirements of the Revised Statutes. 

If the person being assessed makes any statement of 
the value of the property, or any portion thereof, whether 
under oath or not, the assessor should consider the same, 
but he will not be bound thereby, but must assess such 
property at its " full cash value." 

Assessors must not accept returns or statements from 
agents for persons, when the persons themselves can be 
found in the county. . 

So long as the officer whose duty itis to see that ilie 
county and Territory get their revenue is satisfied to dis- 
charge his duties in a careless manner and allow persons, to 
return their property at a mere nominal value, so long will 
the people be careless in making their returns, and their 
property will so continue to be returned. l Sech 

The láws now in force require of you to take certain 
statístics to be published for information, and I ask that you 
comply with the law in the matter of collecting such infor- 
mation. 

I have endeavored in these instructions briefly to call 
your attent;on specifically to many ‘of the evils in returning 
property for taxation which demand your careful considera- 
tion, and 1 hope to see-a marked improvement in the returns 
of these items of property when your work for this year is 
completed and sent to this office. ' d

To the District Attorneys and Assessors of the Several 
Counties : . 
GENTLEMEN— Y our attention is respectfully called to 
the provisions of Chapter IV, Title X, of the Political Code, 
` as to the assessment of property for taxation. 

Section 1425 expressly requires that all taxable prop- 
erty shall be assessed at its full cash value, and that chapter 
gives ample powers to the assessor to enable him to ascer- 
tain all taxable property 1n his county, while Section 1430 
prescribes a very stringent affidavit to be taken by the tax- 
payer, and Section 1432 authorizes the assessor to subpoena 
and examine witnesses, so that in most cases any omission 
must be “through his willful failure or neglect" within the 
terms of Section 1457, and subject the assessor and his 
sureties to the penalties of that and the succeeding sections. 

It is notorious that assessors in many counties 
avowedly assess both real and personal property, and in 
some cases even money and public and other securities, at 

. forty-five or fifty per cent. of their known and acknowledged 
cash value. Such'a course is in direct violation of the official 
duty of assessors, and no such officer can truthfully make 
oath to his assessment book as required by Section 1453 of 
the Revised Statutes. 

If such willful violation of plain official duty is per- 
sisted in and the disgraceful evasions of law shown by the 
assessments of last year are attempted to be repeated this 
year, it will become the duty of the District Attorney to com- 
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mence an action to remove any such assessor from office, ast 
provided by Revised Statutes 1706, and in a proper case to 
instituze criminal proceedings and an action against the 
officer and his sureties under: Revised Statutes 1457 and 
subsequent provisions. 

District Attorneys will please report tó this office the 
condition of this and all otber public business intrusted to 
their charge, at twelve o'clock, noon, on the first day of June’ 
next, as provided by Subdivision V of Section 250, Revised 
Statutes.
